The Chief Justice 


What are the duties of the Chief 
Jus’; e? 
“The Chief Justice of the United 
Sue* 
ti* give him his correct title, 
is probably the most exalted judicial 
off; er of the world,” says the United 
States Constitution 
Sesquicenten­ 
nial Commission. “During the 14 1 
years since the Judiciary Act be­ 
came law, only eleven men have 
held the position.” 
As tho titular bend of the Court, 
the Chief Justice, as its executive 


o f f i c e r , presides at its sessions and 
conferences. But in rendering deri­ 
sion-. he is merely one of nine 
judges, as every action of the Court 
Is based on a coneutrence of a ma­ 
jority of its members. 
Tlie Chil f Justice usually calls 
the lease, states the pleadings, the 
arguments and his conclusions, and 
Invites discussion which continues 
until all the Judges are satisfied. So 
that each judge may be uninflu­ 
enced by more experienced judges, 
voting is in the order of precedence, 
commencing with the junior judge. 
The Chief Justice then designates 
one of the majority to write the 
opinion unless he himself is in the 
minority, in which case the senior
